THE BACON CURING INDUSTRY. 


Mr. Loudon M. ‘Douglas,. F.2.8.£., of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, Technical Adviser 
on Bacon Curing, the Meat Industry, and 
Modern Dairy Practice, in a memorandum 
con the Bacon Curing Industry. writes :— 

Three years ogo] issued a memorandum 
indicating the then unfortunate condition 
of the Bacon. Curing Industry of ‘the 
United .Kingdom, and it was shown that 
a great. opportunity existed for. the 
development of Swine Husbandry. and 
Bacon Curing in this country. .The warn- 
ing-then issued was not appreciated. by 
the agriculturista of Great Britsin, but 
many foreign countrics at once procecded 
to take advantage of the situation. Asa 
consequence, new /bacon -factories have 
since’ then, sprung up.in different coun-. 
tries in’ Europe, notably in Russie, and 
there: has: also been.a very. great develop- 
ment. in bacon curing in» China and the 
Far East’ all with a view. to supplying 
the British markets. .But, notwithstand- 
ing the increaso:in the ‘sources of supply; 
the shortage ‘still continues and there is 
atill::the;. same necessity. for * British 
agriculturists to organise’ bacon curing 
establishmonts throughout the United 
Kingdom. :. The’ available - figures. . are 
indeed very alarming, In comparing the 
two pegiods from January to November, 
1921, ‘and from January |i6.
